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CAPE PLAYHOUSE NOTES. 





OUR NEW BUILDING 


The large building back of the Playhouse is our new scene shop, now al- 
most completed, and it houses our scene-construction and property workrooms. 
The building, which is sixty by thirty feet, is large enough to store all scenery, 
extra furniture, and other properties of the theatre, and it has ample room for 
all necessary weekly construction work. 


Last season, in order to keep valuable material out of the rain, we had to 
store our unused properties on the stage, and it made our work exceedingly 
difficult. ‘his year these things are out of the way, and are brought into the 
theatre only as needed. 


The building, designed by Mr. Alfred Easton Poor, of New York, has 
been kept as simple as possible and in harmony with Cape Cod architecture. It 
is deliberately barn-like in appearance, and high enough to lessen in appearance 
the height of the main theatre structure. A cupola is still to be added to the 
structure. 


The shop, which has cost about five thousand dollars, has been made pos- 
sible largely through the interest of the John Hinckley and Son Lumber Com- 
pany. ‘The Hinckley Company has taken a large block of stock in The Cape 
Playhouse, Inc. 


Much work is needed in the grounds of the Cape Playhouse, and a small 
beginning has been made this year. A large permanent signboard has been 
placed on the theatre property just off the King’s Highway, the front lot has 
been cleared with an idea of giving a better view of the theatre from the roadway, 
and a split-rail fence, with old fashioned lamps and posts, is now being built 
along the south side of our entrance driveway. Other improvements too numer- 
ous to mention are being contemplated but can only be made as the sale of pre- 
ferred stock permits. 





The landscape painting in the lobby is of the Mount Diablo range, near 
San Jose, California, and is painted by Raymond Moore, manager of the Cape 
Playhouse.
